Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-eighth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: — 

1. This Act may be called the Nagaland Appropriation (No. 2) Act, short 

1977. title, 

2. From and out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of Nagaland 
there may be paid and applied sums not exceeding those specified in 
column 3 of the Schedule amounting In the aggregate [inclusive of the 
suras specified in column 3 of the Schedule to the Nagaland Appropria¬ 
tion (Vote on Account) Act, 1977] to the sum of eighty-three crores, 
forty-one lakhs and seventy thousand rupees towards defraying the 
several charges which will come in course of payment during the finan¬ 
cial year 1977-78 in respect of the services specified in column 2 rf the 
Schedule.

[Copy of letter No, F 3(90)-B(S)/77, dated the 16th July, 1977 from 
Shri H. M. Patel, Minister of Finance and Revenue and Banking to the 
Secretary, Lok Sabha.] 

The Vice-President, acting as President having been informed of the 
subject matter of the proposed Bill to authorise payment and appropria¬ 
tion of certain sums from and out of the Consolidated Fund of the State 
of Nagaland for the services of the financial year 1977-78 recommends 
under clauses (1) and (3) of article 207 of the Constitution of India read 
with the Proclamation dated the 22nd March, 1975 issued under article 356 
of the Constitution, the introduction of the Nagaland Appropriation 
(No. 2) Bill, 1977, in Lok Sabha and also the consideration of the Bill. 

2. The Bill will be introduced in Lok Sabha immediately after the 
Demands for Grants for the expenditure of the Government of the State 
of Nagaland for the year 1977-78 have been voted. 
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Bill No. 54 of 1977 

A Bill to provide for the authonsaUon of appropriation of moneys out 
of the Consolidated Fund of India to meet the. amounts spent on 
certain services during the finanaal year ended on the 31st day of 
March, 1975, in excess of the amounts granted for those services and 
for that year. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-eighth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows:— 

1. This Act may be called the Appropriation (No, 3) Act, 1977. 

2. From and out of the Consolidated Fund of India, the sums specified 
In column 3 of the Schedule amounting in the aggregate to the sum of 
two hundred and forty-eight crores, fifty-five lakhs, eighty-two thou¬ 
sand, four hundred and ninety-eight rupees shall be deemed to have 
been authorised to be paid and applied to meet the amount spent for 
defraying the charges in respect of the services specified in column 2 of 
the Schedule during the financial year ended on the 31st day of March, 
1975, in excess of the amounts granted for those services and for that 
year.
